Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8, 11 -24, 27, and 29 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Statement of allowance is in reference to independent claims 1 and 24. All 
other claims are dependent on these claims. 

The present application is directed to a system for interactive on-line auctions 
that present items for auction in a plurality independently moving graphical arrays, and 
allows a bidder to select an item from the arrays using a personalized auctions monitor. 

Independent claims 1 and 24 recite the uniquely patentable feature that the item 
selected by the bidder is automatically dropped from the personalized auction monitor 
when the bid for a selected item goes beyond a predetermined price. 

Discussion of the most relevant prior art: 

The following references have been identified as the most relevant prior art to the 
claimed invention. 

(i) Pinker et al. "Manaaing Online Auction: Current Business and Research Issues" 
("Pinker") : Pinker generally discloses issues related to online auctions. However, Pinker 
does not teach or suggest that the item selected by the bidder is automatically dropped 
from the personalized auction monitor when the bid for a selected item goes beyond a 
predetermined price.
